Her skirts are extremely recognizable along 
with her style. Kolyclips (Koly) has found to be distributing an extremely similar skirt 
outline, if not the same as Liz’s.

Koly 
seemingly tried to tell Liz “it’s not traced because I made it on a stream” which there’s 
currently nothing confirming or denying he streamed the time when he made that 
specific outline. He also mentioned the Preya situation which Liz didn’t even ask 
about.
